WASHINGTON » Taking dramatic action, 
President Donald Trump announced 
Wednesday he is sharply restricting 
passenger travel from 26 European na- 
tions to the U.S. and moving to ease the 
economic cost of a viral pandemic that 
is roiling global financial markets and 
disrupting the daily lives of Americans. 

Trump, in a rare Oval Office ad- 
dress to the nation, said the month- 
long restriction on travel would begin 
Friday at midnight. 

After days of playing down the novel 
coronavirus threat, he blamed Europe 
for not acting quickly enough to ad- 
dress the “foreign virus” and claimed 
that U.S. clusters were “seeded” by Eu- 
ropean travelers. 

“We made a lifesaving move with 
early action on China,” Trump said. 
“Now we must take the same action 
with Europe.” 

Trump said the restrictions won’t

Health officials reported Los 
Angeles County’s first novel coro- 
navirus-related death and River- 
side County announced a fifth 
case on Wednesday, the same day 
international officials declared 
the outbreak a pandemic.
